Yet with all this uncertainty in Washing- 
ton, the President has chosen to crack down 
on thVman best qualified to tell us what 
we may oicpect In the Pacific. 

If General MacArthur. mindful of condi- 
tions in Washington, thought It was (or 
the country's own good that ho convey a 
special message to be read at the 6lBt na- 
tional encampment al tho Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, It'i for tho people themselves to 
Judge whether or not he was out ol order. 

- But In MacArthur'a disagreement with. tho 

policies of tho President and two secre- 
taries already mentioned. It still remains for 
the people to decide on whom they are plac- 
ing the most trust.

(uU cooperation of the regular law enforce- 
ment oItlclals, are making It possible for a 
more effective roundup of drivers who per- 
sist in defying traffic regulations. 

Several arrests and convictions already 
have resulted from members of tho Citizens 
Traffic Safety council being on tho Job and 
there Is every IndlcaUon that aU of these 20 
special deputies' intend to be real watchdogs 
lor traffic vlolatora. 

It's an unusual procedure to bo sure lor 
luch an organization of special deputies to 
bo recruited from among the general citizen- 
ry In an attempt to enforce the law. But 
traffic violations also have become an un- 
usual problem which seems to defy all 
solution. 

The Tsrin Falls Bafety councU may expect 
some criticism for engaging In this sort of 
activity, but the opposition no doubt- will 
come from those who refuse to become 
seriously alarmed about the hazards on our
